In addition, splitting out the DDO means that DDA- - and possibly 
the collection functions of DDS§T- -would go with the DDO, 
leaving an isolated DDI which would be a tempting target for 
empire builders in other Departments. The absorption of the 
DDI by another Department threatens objectivity. 

C. Judicious support for Kissinger's position that 
in-house memoranda, working papers, and draft proposals from 
the working levels are not subject to public revelation or 
Congressional subpoena. If they were, the result would be 
greatly reduced willingness to write anything down, hesitation 
to propose imaginative new ideas, and greatly constricted 
internal communications inall Departments and Agencies. The 
McCarthy era precedence has been used, but should be repeated. iJ 

D. Future subjects of U.S. Intelligence interest: 

Food, population, energy resources, commercial rivalries. 

E. Discuss the position in other countries of their 
clandestine services. For example, the British service does 
not legally exist, Sweden jails people for mentioning the 
Swedish service, etc. While this won't do for America, an 
independent, objective intelligence service must continue to 
exist and its legitimate secrets must be protected. .Rebut the

F. Discuss the importance of communications in- 
telligence and its fragile nature. The seeming harmlessness 
of the "four little words" has obscured the real issue of 
protecting communications intelligence. 


G. Provide more information on the counter-in- 
telligence mission and function. .. i . e . , illegals, double 
agents, etc. While we make some information available on 
the KGB, it gets little play in the press because it is 
presented in a dry, statistical fashion. A few carefully 
selected (sanitized, hoked-up, or whatever) war stories would 
be very useful. (Note: DDO is already trying to find items 
that could be used in this way.) 


3. In discussing whether^'our policy should be changed 
regarding increased openness and accessibility, should we 
also reconsider our policy of not providing assistance in any 
way to former Agency employees now writing books. DDO felt 
we should help neither friends nor enemies. Should we re- 
consider?
